I od only a few tons o f lead and zinc 
ores in recent years, there is “ some 
hope that a few profitable mines m ay 
again be developed” Benjam in L. Wil­ 
ler declared in a bulletin issued by the 
State Geoligcal Survey which pointed 


j out there “ have been periods in the 
past when it w as an im portant pro­ 
ducer of these ores.” 
Practically all 
the mining was done in the latter p art 
of the last century, 
In a history of the development o f 
of these ores in Pennsylvania, M r. 
M iller said the B lair county m ines 
were worked during the Revolutionary 
W ar to supply a p art of the lead need­ 
ed for bullets for W ashington’s arm y. 
The author said that, while it w as 
claimed the Bucks county mines were 
worked for the sam e purpose, the 
;tory could not be verified. 
The zinc deposits at Friedensville 
were declared to have yielded more ore 
than any other district 
with 
the 
Phoenixville mines second in output. 
The m inerals also have been found in 
a number of other places in the state. 
The Phoenixville operations began 
in 1809 and continued 
sporadically 
until 1918. 
It w as alm ost fifty years 
later when operations were commenc­ 
ed at Friedensville and they continued 
into the ’90’s. 
Since active m ining 
ceased there has been much prospect­ 
ing done in these districts in an effort 
to discover a new lode. 
According to the history of the 
Blair county 
operations, 
General 
Daniel Roberdeau opened and worked 
some shallow m ines in the southern 
end of Sinking Valley in 1778 and 
1779, when the Continental Arm y w as 
in great need of bullets. 
A t one time 
1,000 pounds of lead w as sold the 
state at $6 per pound. 
The last 
known attem pt to operate the B lair 
nines w as in 1901.

Little peninsulas, 
islands and bars which a ship hound 
for R osario encounters on one trip are 
often gone the next one, and hew ones 
have been form ed at

places.
